The fundamental principles o f the 
Dawes plan fo r settling the Euro pean 
war debt questio u are applicable to 
the pro blem o f the Allied debts to the 
United States. Charles E. Mitchell, 
president o f the Natio nal City Bank 
o f New Yo rk, declares in an article In 
the 
American 
Bankers 
Asso ciatio n 
Jo urnal. 
Mr. Mitchell say s: 
“Debts between natio ns are alway s 
a so urce o f internatio nal tro uble, and 
I co nsider it o f great impo rtance that 
o ur o wn eco no mic as well as po litical 
relatio ns 
with 
such 
co untries 
a3 
France, Belgium, and Italy may be im­ 
pro ved by an early adjustment o f 
their debts to o ur o wn natio nal go v­ 
ernment. 
Country Endors e d Da we s Pla n 
"I ho pe that we are gradually learn 
ing that such debts, if unduly fo rced, 
may result mo re calamito usly to the 
co mmercial interests o f o ur o wn co un­ 
try than to tho se o f the debto r co un­ 
try . 
This talk o f fo rcing pay ment o f 
‘every do llar to the last penny ,’ is 
co mmercially unwise. I think we may 
assume that the Dawes plan has had 
the indo rsement o f the American peo ­ 
ple thro ugh their electio n o f General 
Dawes to the Vice Presidency o f the 
United States. 
That plan is o ne that 
establishes 
fundamental 
principles 
which may be applied In co nsidering 
the debts o f o ne natio n to ano ther 
resulting fro m war. 
“The first principle, as I see it. Is 
that the y o ke o f the war debt shall 
no t be held as a burden upo n the 
peo ple bey o nd the generatio n that had 
to do wdth the war. 
This principle Is 
clearly intimated in the fact that the 
industrial 
and 
railway 
debentures 
which fo rm the principal security and 
means o f pay ment o f the debt carry 
5 per cent interest with 1 per cent 
amo rtizatio n, which means that such 
o bligatio ns are to be o ver a perio d o f 
abo ut thirty -six y ears. 
An Inv ita tion t j Trouble 
"Any attempt to fo rce the carry ing 
o f such debt burdens to the seco nd 
and third generatio ns is but an en­ 
graved invitatio n to further tro uble. 
"The seco nd principle is that the 
debto r co untry shall be taxed to the 
limit while the debt remains, but in 
no event to a po int wfaeie its eco ­ 
no mic structure co llapses under the 
strain, and. further, that the natio nals 
o f the debto r co untry shall in no case 
have a lesser burden o f taxatio n upo n 
them 
than 
have 
the 
natio nals 
o f 
the credito r co untry —ano ther princi­ 
ple the so undness o f which canno t be 
questio ned. 
“The third principle is that with 
such taxes co llected, pay ments there­ 
fro m shall be made to the credito r 
co untry to such an extent, o nly as thej 
can he made witho ut disrupting inter­ 
natio nal exchange and co mmerce. The 
so undness o f this last is apparent o n 
its face. 
“These I regard as the fundamental 
principles o f the Dawes plan, and all 
o f the hundreds o f pages o f the so - 
called Dawes repo rt are devo ted to 
setting up the machinery by which 
these principles can be put into effect. 
"If these principles are accepted as 
so und then they must also be so und 
principles by which the pay ment o f 
the debts o f allied co untries to us 
shall be determined, and we wo uld 
best apply such a y ardstick as o ur 
measure, rather than attempt to make 
po pular the slo gan o f ‘every do llar to 
the last penny .’ 
In the adjustment o f 
o ur fo reign relatio ns, essential to the 
develo pment o f increased expo rt and 
impo rt trade, there can be no pro blem 
o f greater impo rtance than reaching 
a so und and final co nclusio n as to this 
irritating questio n o f the debts o f al­ 
lied co untries to o urselves.’’

OHIO GRIN DSTO N ES. 
“ The best grindstones come from 
Ohio,” say s the article in the Inter­ 
national ency clopedia on 
the 
sub­ 
ject of grindstones—and 
industrial 
sta tistics adds that four 
fifths 
of 
the grindstones produced in America 
are made at Berea, Ohio. 
Practi­ 
ca lly all the grindstone industry in 
Ohio is concentrated at Berea. 
The stone so used is from 
a cer­ 
tain stratum of carbonifedous sand­ 
stone that has a notable outcropping 
in northern Ohio and which is work­ 
ed ex tensively 
for building 
stone, 
flagging and many other minor uses. 
The grindstone demand began in the 
early day s of the state and 
contin­ 
ues in a 
healthy 
and 
dependable 
volume. 
Every farmer’s y ard must 
have its grindstone to keep the tools 
and cutting edges of farm machinery 
sharp. 
Tradesmen in the cities need 
■grindstones to keep their edged tools 
in prime condition. 
It is true that 
grinding is coining to be a trade of 
its own, but most tool users 
prefer 
to do their own grinding. 


Tool-making 
plants 
must 
be 
equipped with grinding facilities to 
•put their products 
on 
the market 
with keen edges, but artificial grind­ 
stones have 
been 
substituted 
for 
tlie natural 
stone 
in 
many 
such 
plants, for two reasons: first, sand­ 
stone wheels are likely 
to 
explode 
when run at high speed and 
emorv 
and eorbundururn more readily cut 
metal. 


The 
superiority 
of 
the 
Berea 
grindstone depends on two qualities 
— small angular bits of siliceous 
sand of which it is composed, and a 
lightly holding cement 
that 
binds 
bhese particles together. 
In the pro­ 


cess of the grinding these particles 
on the surface which are doing the 
cutting are loosened and fa ll away , 
ex posing a fresh cutting surface, 
whereas if the particles were 
too 
firmly cemented together the stone 
woidd siinplv wear smooth 
and 
no 
longer have a sharp grinding or cut­ 
ting surface exposed.—J.

Silk is :he universal fabric, for it 
a da pts itself to ela bora te or simple 
designs— tailored in imisi» or beruflled 
and lace trimmed. 
But if one is noi careful in wa sh­ 
ing her silk garments, sa y s » corre- 
spomlem, 
they 
are 
apt 
to 
become 
faded and 
bedraggled ere ha lf their 
da y s. 
Ex tremes of heat and cold are 
bad for both. 
Harsh soups ruin silk 
a s they redden and roughen y our fa ce. 
Vv hlsk one ta blespoonful of a 
re­ 
liable washing powder into a thick 
lather in a wash bowl ha lf full of 
very hot water. 
Add cold wa ter till 
lukewarm. 
Dip the ga rment up and 
down, 
pressing 
suds 
repeatedly 
through soiled spots. 
Rinse in three 
lukewa rm waters. 
Squeeze wa ter out 
—do not wring. 
Roll in a tow e l; when 
nea rly dry press with a warm Iron— 
never a hot one. 
For colored silks, make suds and 
rinsing 
wa ters 
almost 
cool. 
Wash 
very quickly to keep colors from run­ 
ning. 
N ever wring or twist silks; it makes 
the smooth silk threa ds slip over one 
a nother and give a wa vy appearance 
which 
is permanent. 
Wa ter should 
he squeezed or shaken out. 
It is well 
to pla ce a very delica te silk between 
cloths while squeezing. 
D on’t sprinkle silks, 
it makes them 
look spotty and this appea ra nce can 
only be overcome by relaundering. 
Pure white silk (not crea m) may be 
slightly blued. 
Press silks on the wrong side while 
they are still damp, or place n thin 
cloth over the right side of the silk 
and iron. 
The la tter method is often 
better for very thin silk. 
A hot iron should never be used on 
silk. 
It will ca use the silk to split, 
it a lso ma kes it stiff and papery and 
will y ellow it.
